Divorce Legislation 


Bill Makes Marriage Harder 


By EDITH M. LEDERER 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 


man responsible for making it 
easier to get a California divorce 
has succeeded in making it 
harder for teen-agers to get 
married. 


After last year's success in 


revamping the state's century- 
old divorce bill. Assemblyman 
James A. Hayes decided to do 
something about what he terms 
the "root causes" of marital 
breakups. Again, he succeeded. 


In California, says Hayes, 


teen-agers are "the heart of the 
marriage failure statistics." 
Last year, 35,000 of the 87,000 
divorces in the state involved 
cases where one or both part- 
ners were under age 20 at the 
time of marriage. 


To combat 
this "alarming 


rate" of teen-age marriage 
failures, Hayes steered a bill

through the legislature no longer 
permitting girls under age 16 
and boys under age 18 to get 
married with just the consent of 
one parent. 


Instead, all tenn-agers under 


the age of 18 must also obtain a 
court order and any premarital 
counseling the court deems 
necessary before receding a 
marriage license. The bill, 
which was 
signed by Gov. 


Reagan, will become law in late 
November. 


"It's 
the first time in the 


United States there's been an 
approach of this kind which is 
intended 
to 
make 
these 


marriages meaningful and not 
just shotgun marriages," Hayes 
said. 


"Ninety per cent of the girls 


involved are pregnant," he said, 
"and historically the old ap- 
proach was to get them married 


first and legitimize the child 
without caring what happened to 
the subsequent marriage." 


Hayes explained that these 


couples usually have two or 
three children who get caught in 
the "traumatic problems" of 
divorce 
as 
their 
parents' 


marriage goes on the rocks. 


"The principal beneficiaries 


of this new law are going to be 
the children of that union 
because something will be done 
now to make whatever marriage 
results hopefully a better one," 
he said.

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Young People And The Law (Fifth In A Series) 
Evolution Of Juvenile Court System 


Juvenile courts in this country 
have 
traditionally 
been 
unlegalistic, presided over most 
of the time by a judge who is 
interested in the welfare of the 
young men and women that 
come before him. The procedure 
is generally informal. 
Unfortunately, the informal 
proceedings, crowded court 
calendars and autonomy of 
judges and probation officers 
have in the past resulted in the 
deprivation of fundam ental 
rights. 
The concept of the court is an 
expression of the English feudal 
system doctrine that made the 
king 
protector 
of 
all 
in­ 
com petents — the insane, 
feebleminded and minors. 
The state replaces the king 
under our system in establishing 
custody of minors who are not 
provided for by their natural 
parents or who err from ac­ 
cepted standards of behavior. 


Before the juvenile court 
system was established it was 
common for youthful offenders, 
truants or destitute children to 
be 
im prisoned 
with 
adult 
criminals in the same prisons. 
Early reformers were appalled 
that adult procedures and 
penalties were indiscriminately 
applied to children and con­ 
vinced 
legislatures 
that 
society’s duty to the child should 
not be confined by the concept of 
justice alone. 
Society’s role, they said, was 
not to ascertain the child’s guilt 
or innocence but to find out how 
he has become what he is and 


what had best be done in his and 
the state’s interest to save him 
from criminality. 
The child was to be made to 
feel that he is the object of the 
state’s care, not that he is under 
arrest or on trial. So the ap­ 
parent rigidities, technicalities 
and harshness which they saw in 
procedural criminal law were 
discarded. 


But thrown out with the 
rigidities were the child’s rights 
as an individual The procedural 
rights available to adults to 
guarantee fairness were denied 
the child. They rationalized that 
a child, unlike an adult, has a 
right "not to liberty, but to 
custody.” 
It is an outgrowth of this 
philosophy that a young person 
can be made to attorn to his 
parents, go to school, and be 
taken into custody by the state if 
the parents are determined to be 
unfit. In doing so it does not deny 
his rights, because he has none; 
it merely provides the custody to 
which he is entitled. 
In recent years youthful 
participants in civil rights 
demonstration have afforded 
some authorities an opportunity 
to use this broad discretion 
granted them by the absence of 
safeguards to punish, intimidate 
and obstruct. 
Such high-handed methods 
and arbitrary actions have led 
the U.S. Supreme Court to curb 
the absolute power bestowed on 
Juvenile Courts. The court has 
granted juveniles most of the 
procedural rights adults already

have. There are, however, still 
inequities — juveniles are not 
guaranteed the right to trial by 
jury and they do not have the 
right to make bail. The court 
will probably decide the con­ 
stitutionality 
of 
these 
deprivations soon. 
Probation officers, generally 
argue that affording juveniles 
these procedural rights will 
transform the “friendly” at­ 
mosphere of juvenile courts into 
an adversary system of op­ 
posing attorneys battling over 
legal technicalities. 


The fears expressed may be 
partly true, but they are also 
party 
desirable. 
The 
in­ 
formality has been abused too 
often. Juvenile courts deal with 
cases 
in which facts 
are 
disputed and which may result 
in the young person being 
confined to an institution for 
several years. Therefore rules 
of evidence, confrontation of 
witnesses and other adversary 
procedures are necessary to 
protect the young person’s in­ 
terests. 


The Supreme Court has noted 
that observance of due process 
standards 
— 
guaranteeing 
procedural rights — does not 
compel states to abandon the 
benefits of the juvenile courts. 
The granting of these fun­ 
damental rights in no way limits 
the concept of rehabilitation for 
the child instead of punishment. 
The court did not eliminate the 
benefits of informality, it urged 
juvenile courts to continue that 
atmosphere. What it did decide,

according to former Justice Abe 
Fortas, was that "Under the 
U. S. Constitution, the condition 
of being a boy does not justify a 
kangaroo court.” 
The court held that unless a 
valid confession has been made 
delinquency must be based only 
on sworn testimony with the 
opportunity granted the young 
person to cross examine wit­ 
nesses against him. 
It guaranteed that a young 
person has the right to be 
represented by an attorney and 
the right to appeal a juvenile 
court decision. It also held that a 
boy has the privilege against 
self-incrimination. 
These decisions did make it 
more difficult for 
probation 
officers to get convictions, but 
the high rate of recidivism 
among youthful offenders in the 
past indicated the ‘‘kangaroo 
court” system was not as ef­ 
fective as the Supreme Court’s 
critics have suggested. 
Evidence seems to indicate 
that the informal procedures of 
juvenile 
courts, contrary 
to 
original expectations, 
may 
themselves provide obstacles to 
effective rehabilitation. 
A feeling of injustice has often 
been engendered in young 
persons 
faced 
with 
the 
seem ingly all-powerful and 
challengeless 
authority 
of 
judges and probation officers. 
Penalties for crim es also 
result in this feeling of injustice. 
A 
youthful 
offender, 
for 
example, still may be confined 
for up to six years for the same 
offense an adult faces no more 


than two months imprisonment 
or a 150 fine. 
Before the Supreme Court 
guaranteed juveniles the right to 
an attorney, judges often ruled 
that parents and probation of­ 
ficers could be relied upon to 
protect the child’s interest and 
decided the presence of counsel 
would hinder proceedings. 
But in most places the 
probation officer acts as a 
prosecutor in juvenile hearings. 
That situation made it difficult 
at best to establish any kind of 
meaningful relationship bet­ 
ween 
the 
youth 
and 
the 
probation officer. 
In a few 
places juvenile 
prosecutions are handled by a 
branch of the District Attorney’s 
office. The probation office is 
left to work on a rehabilitation 
program and are in some in­ 
stances barred from testifying 
in juvenile hearings or providing 
the District Attorney with any 
information. 
This method offers more 
protection to society because 
probation officers who are 
unskilled in prosecution prac­ 
tices have often been beaten in 
court by a good defense at­ 
torney. Less cases are actually 
brought 
before 
the 
court 
because a trained prosecutor 
knows which cases will probably 
hold up and which won’t. It has 
tended to alleviate crowded 
juvenile court calendars. 
The juvenile court system is 
going through a period of 
evolution now. It will hopefully 
result in a combining of the best 
of the old and the new.

‘Revolutionary Action’

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — A 
U. S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission study has concluded 
that the best permanent burial 
grounds for highly radioactive 
waste from the nuclear power 
industry will be salt mines. 
The report said there are four 
major salt formations in the 
United States that meet the 
criteria for disposal, two in 
Michigan, one in New York and 
one in Kansas. 
The AEC is now working out 
details for a “federal demon­ 
stration disposal facility” in a 
salt mine in the central United 
States, presumably Kansas. 
A key aspect of the disposal 
process, the report said, is to 
solidify the radioactive waste 
"achieving a substantial in­ 
crease in the safety associated 
with the storing and disposal of 
the high level waste from the 
nuclear power industry.” 
The study was conducted for 
the AEC by a team of experts 
from the Battelle Memorial 
Institute, Pacific Northwest 
Laboratory in Richland, Wash., 
and the Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory in Oak Ridge, Tenn. 
It was reported Tuesday in a 
paper delivered to a symposium 
on the environmental aspects of 
nuclear power plants sponsored 
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by the International Atomic 
Energy Agency and the AEC. 
“ A f t e r 
c o n s i d e r a b l e 
engineering and experimental 
study,” the report said, “mined 
caverns in natural salt deposits 
were concluded to be the most 
promising locations to provide 
the isolation required for hun­ 
dreds of thousands of years.” 
Up to now, it said, liquid 
wastes have been stored suc­ 
cessfully in tanks near the 
surface of the earth. 
But the report said such 
storage is only tem porary, 
because the waste is still in 
liquid form and tanks must be 
replaced periodically because of 
corrosion 
and 
continual 
operation and control is needed. 
“Bedded salt formations are 
unique,” the experts said, “in 
that they are partically always 
dry, 
they 
have 
not 
been 
associated with ground water 
for millions of years, and they 
should retain their integrity for 
millions of additional years.” 
By the nature of salt beds, 
fractures seal or close rapidly, 
“thereby forming an impervious 
container 
for 
entrapped 
m aterials.” Salt beds are 
generally located in areas of low 
seismicactivity. 
Salt form ations that are 
desirable for waste disposal, the 
report said should be at least 200 
feet thick and should be within 
2,000 feet of the surface. The 
Michigan, 
Kansas and New 
York beds meet these stan­ 
dards. 
“ Other 
areas 
are 
not 
necessarily ruled out for future 
waste repositories,” the report 
commented, “ but those known 
are more than adequate. For 
example the area in central 
Kansas alone is about 10,000 
square miles.

Evolution Of Juvenile Court System 


Juvenile courts in this country 


have 
traditionally 
been 


unlegalistic, presided over most 
of the time by a judge who is 
interested in the welfare of the 
young men and women that 
come before him. The procedure 
is generally informal. 


Unfortunately, the informal 


proceedings, crowded court 
calendars and autonomy of 
judges and probation officers 
have in the past resulted in the 
deprivation of fundamental 
rights. 


The concept of the court is an 


expression of the English feudal 
system doctrine that made the 
king protector 
of all 
in- 


competents — the insane, 
feebleminded and minors. 


The state replaces the king 


under our system in establishing 
custody of minors who are not 
provided for by their natural 
parents or who err from ac- 
cepted standards of behavior. 


Before the juvenile court 


system was established it was 
common for youthful offenders, 
truants or destitute children to 
be imprisoned with 
adult 


criminals in the same prisons. 
Early reformers were appalled 
that adult procedures and 
penalties were indiscriminately 
applied to children and con- 
vinced 
legislatures 
that 


society's duty to the child should 
not be confined by the concept of 
justice alone. 


Society's role, they said, was 


not to ascertain the child's guilt 
or innocence but to find out how 
he has become what he is and 


what had best be done in his and 
the state's interest to save him 
from criminality. 


The child was to be made to 


feel that he is the object of the 
state's care, not that he is under 
arrest or on trial. So the ap- 
parent rigidities, technicalities 
and harshness which they saw in 
procedural criminal law were 
discarded. 


But thrown out with the 


rigidities were the child's rights 
as an individual. The procedural 
rights available to adults to 
guarantee fairness were denied 
the child. They rationalized that 
a child, unlike an adult, has a 
right "not to liberty, but to 
custody." 


It is an outgrowth of this 


philosophy that a young person 
can be made to attorn to his 
parents, go to school, and be 
taken into custody by the state if 
the parents are determined to be 
unfit. In doing so it does not deny 
his rights, because he has none; 
it merely provides the custody to 
which he is entitled. 


In recent years youthful 


participants in civil rights 
demonstration have 
afforded 


some authorities an opportunity 
to use this broad discretion 
granted them by the absence of 
safeguards to punish, intimidate 
and obstruct. 


Such high-handed methods 


and arbitrary actions have led 
the U.S. Supreme Court to curb 
the absolute power bestowed on 
Juvenile Courts. The court has 
granted juveniles most of the 
procedural rights adults already 


Salt Mines Ideal For 
Radioactive Disposal

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — A 


U. S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission study has concluded 
that the best permanent burial 
grounds for highly radioactive 
waste from the nuclear power 
industry will be salt mines. 


The report said there are four 


major salt formations in the 
United States that meet the 
criteria for disposal, two in 
Michigan, one in New York and 
one in Kansas. 


The AEC is now working out 


details for a "federal demon- 
stration disposal facility" in a 
salt mine in the central United 
States, presumably Kansas. 


A key aspect of the disposal 


process, the report said, is to 
solidify the radioactive waste 
"achieving a substantial in- 
crease in the safety associated 
with the storing and disposal of 
the high level waste from the 
nuclear power industry." 


The study was conducted for 


the AEC by a team of experts 
from the Battelle Memorial 
Institute, Pacific 
Northwest 


Laboratory in Richland, Wash., 
and the Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory in Oak Ridge, Tenn. 


It was reported Tuesday in a 


paper delivered to a symposium 
on the environmental aspects of 
nuclear power plants sponsored

study," the report said, "mined 
caverns in natural salt deposits 
were concluded to be the most 
promising locations to provide 
the isolation required for hun- 
dreds of thousands of years." 


Up to now, it said, liquid 


wastes have been stored suc- 
cessfully 
in tanks near the 


surface of the earth. 


But the report said such 


storage is only temporary, 
because the waste is still in 
liquid form and tanks must be 
replaced periodically because of 
corrosion 
and 
continual 


operation and control is needed. 


"Bedded salt formations are 


unique," the experts said, "in 
that they are partically always 
dry, 
they have not been 


associated with ground water 
for millions of years, and they 
should retain their integrity for 
millions of additional years." 


By the nature of salt beds, 


fractures seal or close rapidly, 
"thereby forming an impervious 
container 
for 
entrapped 


materials." Salt beds are 
generally located in areas of low 
seismicactivity. 


Salt formations that are 


desirable for waste disposal, the 
report said should be at least 200 
feet thick and should be within 
2,000 feet of the surface. The 
Michigan, Kansas and New 
York beds meet these stan- 
dards. 


"Other 
areas 
are 
not 


necessarily ruled out for future 
waste repositories," the report 
commented, "but those known 
are more than adequate. For 
example the area in central 
Kansas alone is about 10,000 
square miles. 


have. There are, however, still 
inequities — juveniles are not 
guaranteed the right to trial by 
jury and they do not have the 
right to make bail. The court 
will probably decide the con- 
stitutionality 
of 
these 


deprivations soon. 


Probation officers, generally 


argue that affording juveniles 
these procedural rights will 
transform the "friendly" at- 
mosphere of juvenile courts into 
an adversary system of op- 
posing attorneys battling over 
legal technicalities. 


The fears expressed may be 


partly true, but they are also 
party 
desirable. 
The 
in- 


formality has been abused too 
often. Juvenile courts deal with 
cases in which facts 
are 


disputed and which may result 
in the young person being 
confined to an institution for 
several years. Therefore rules 
of evidence, confrontation of 
witnesses and other adversary 
procedures are necessary to 
protect the young person's in- 
terests. 


The Supreme Court has noted 


that observance of due process 
standards 
— guaranteeing 


procedural rights — does not 
compel states to abandon the 
benefits of the juvenile courts. 
The granting of these fun- 
damental rights in no way limits 
the concept of rehabilitation for 
the child instead of punishment. 
The court did not eliminate the 
benefits of informality, it urged 
juvenile courts to continue that 
atmosphere. What it did decide, 


according to former Justice Abe 
Fortas, was that "Under the 
U. S. Constitution, the condition 
nf being a boy does not justify a 
kangaroo court " 


The court held that unless a 


valid confession has been made 
delinquency must be based only 
on sworn testimony with the 
opportunity granted the young 
person to cross examine wit- 
nesses against him. 


It guaranteed that a young 


person has the right to be 
represented by an attorney and 
the right to appeal a juvenile 
court decision. It also held that a 
boy has the privilege against 
self-incrimination. 


These decisions did make it 


more difficult 
for probation 


officers to get convictions, but 
the high rate of recidivism 
among youthful offenders in the 
past indicated the "kangaroo 
court" system was not as ef- 
fective as the Supreme Court's 
critics have suggested. 


Evidence seems to indicate 


that the informal procedures of 
juvenile courts, contrary to 
original expectations, may 
themselves provide obstacles to 
effective rehabilitation. 


A feeling of injustice has often 


been engendered in young 
persons 
faced 
with 
the 


seemingly all-powerful and 
challengeless 
authority of 


judges and probation officers 


Penalties for crimes also 


result in this feeling of injustice. 
A 
youthful 
offender, 
for 


example, still may be confined 
for up to six years for the same 
offense an adult faces no more 


than two months imprisonment 
or a $50 fine. 


Before the Supreme Court 


guaranteed juveniles the right to 
an attorney, judges often ruled 
that parents and probation of- 
ficers could be relied upon to 
protect the child's interest and 
decided the presence of counsel 
would hinder proceedings. 


But 
m most places the 


rrobation officer acts as a 
prosecutor in juvenile hearings. 
That situation made it difficult 
at best to establish any kind of 
meaningful relationship bet- 
ween 
the 
youth 
and 
the 


probation officer. 


In a 
few places juvenile 


prosecutions are handled by a 
branch of the District Attorney's 
office. The probation office is 
left to work on a rehabilitation 
program and are in some in- 
stances barred from testifying 
in juvenile hearings or providing 
the District Attorney with any 
information. 


This method offers more 


protection to society because 
probation officers who are 
unskilled in prosecution prac- 
tices have often been beaten in 
court by a good defense at- 
torney. Less cases are actually 
brought 
before 
the 
court 


because a trained prosecutor 
knows which cases will probably 
hold up and which won't. It has 
tended to alleviate crowded 
juvenile court calendars. 


The juvenile court system is 


going through a period of 
evolution now. It will hopefully 
result in a combining of the best 
of the old and the new.

Miami — is a prime example of 
mushrooming 
population and 


poor planning. 


If a major hurricane struck 


south of Miami, he said, 250,000 
people jammed between U. S. 1 
and Biscayne Bay would have 
only the one highway on which to 
travel to shelter. 


"A very high percentage of 


these people would be drowned 
or killed by flying debris," he 
said. 


Simpson told disaster officials 


from 12 Southern and South- 
western states that Hurricane 
Celia, which ravaged Corpus 
Christi, Tex., Aug. 3, was "a 
meteorlogical enigma which 
will give forecasters 
and 


building engineers something to 
think about for years."

California table grape workers, 
has begun another fast “for as 
long as it takes" to get a set­ 
tlement in his farm workers 
union dispute with the Team ­ 
sters and produce growers in the 
lush Salinas Valley. 
Chavez told a crowd of several 
hundred striking field workers 
that he and they “ will m ake 
whatever sacrifice we m ust to 
bring justice to our people.” 
The head of the AFL-CIO 
U nited 
F arm 
W orkers 
Organizing Committee told the 
workers he had had nothing to 
eat since breakfast Tuesday, 
and would have only w ater until 
the dispute is settled. 
Chavez’ health still is affected 
by the 25-day “spiritual and 
penitential fast" he undertook in 
1968 to protest violence midway 
in his long struggle with Central 
Valley grape growers. He has 
spent much time in hospitals 
recovering from its effects. 
The 
T eam sters 
recently 
signed an agreem ent with some 
30 m ajor growers in the Salinas 
area to represent field workers. 
Chavez claims this violates his 
agreem ent with the Team sters 
to leave field workers to the 
farm workers union. He calls the 
Teamster-grower agreem ent a 
“ sw eeth eart c o n tra c t,” con­ 
cluded without consulting the 
workers themselves. 
The Salinas Valley employs 
some 30,000 field workers at 
harvest peaks and supplies 90 
per cent of the nation’s iceberg 
lettuce and large quantities of 
strawberries, carrots and other 
vegetable crops. 
He told the workers Tuesday 
he is “ offering m yself for 
arrest” by continuing the strike 
despite a court restra in in g 
order. 
“We are not going to obey an 
im m oral 
and 
an

constitutional court o rd e r,” 
Chavez told the workers. 
The state Court of Appeals 
denied 
w ithout

Tuesday Chavez’ appeal against 
that order. 
His workers are on strike 
against two m ajor growers in 
the S alinas a re a , F resh p ict 
Foods, Inc., a Purex subsidiary, 
and Pic’n Pac Foods, Inc., a 
subsidiary of the S. S. Pierce Co.

SALINAS (AP) — Cesar 


Chavez, the nonviolent labor 
leader who recently won a five- 
year struggle 
to 
organize 


California table grape workers, 
has begun another fast "for as 
long as it takes" to get a set- 
tlement in his farm workers 
union dispute with the Team- 
sters and produce growers in the 
lush Salinas Valley. 


Chavez told a crowd of several 


hundred striking field workers 
that he and they "will make 
whatever sacrifice we must to 
bring justice to our people." 


The head of the AFL-CIO 


United 
Farm 
Workers 


Organizing Committee told the 
workers he had had nothing to 
eat since breakfast Tuesday, 
and would have only water until 
the dispute is settled. 


Chavez' health still is affected 


by the 25-day- "spiritual and 
penitential fast" he undertook in 
1968 to protest violence midway 
in his long struggle with Central 
Valley grape growers. He has 
spent much time in hospitals 
recovering from its effects. 


The 
Teamsters 
recently 


signed an agreement with some 
30 major growers in the Salinas 
area to represent field workers. 


Chavez claims this violates his 


agreement with the Teamsters 
to leave field workers to the 
farm workers union. He calls the 
Teamster-grower agreement a 
"sweetheart contract," con- 
cluded without consulting the 
workers themselves. 


The Salinas Valley employs 


some 30,000 field workers at 
harvest peaks and supplies 90 
per cent of the nation's iceberg 
lettuce and large quantities of 
strawberries, carrots and other 
vegetable crops. 


He told the workers Tuesday 


he is "offering myself for 
arrest" by continuing the strike 
despite a court 
restraining 


order. 


"We are not going to obey an 


immoral 
and 
an 
un- 


constitutional court order," 
Chavez told the workers. 


The state Court of Appeals 


denied 
without 
comment 


Tuesday Chavez' appeal against 
that order. 


His workers are on strike 


against two major growers in 
the Salinas area, Freshpict 
Foods, Inc., a Purex subsidiary, 
and Pic'n Pac Foods, Inc., a 
subsidiary of the S. S. Pierce Co. 
in the East. The workers con- 
tinued their picketing and were 
receiving 
citations 
from 


sheriff's deputies for violating 
the court order. 


Freshpict was struck last 


week by some 400 workers. An 
estimated 1,000 workers walked 
off the job at Pic'n Pac and set 
up picket lines Tuesday around 
its 1,200 acres of strawberries.

“ Bill” 
Brennan, 
executive secretary of the 
Virginia Athletic Commission, 
who was elected WBA president 
Tuesday, said the scheme “ is 
the finest thing we could do for 
the sport.” 
Brennan, who succeeds 68- 
year-old Emile Bruneau of New 
Orleans, said he is determined 
to make boxing “ more honest

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Producing More Would Better 
People who explain that some unemployment is needed to curb 
runaway inflation are working on the wrong end of the open m arket 
truism that when there is less production than there is demand, 
prices are bound to go up. Obviously, there are two ways to attaek 
that situation. You can throw people out of work, cutting off their 
purchasing power and thus cut demand. Or you can increase 
production to catch up with demand. Theoretically, you can do 
either of those two things. 


Actually, in a completely free market no one and no enter prise 
or government agency would be in a position to force an increase in 
production, or a cutdown in employment. The law of supply and 
demand would do one or the other — probably one after the other in 
succession. That was the history of our free market place in years 
long past — boom and bust — and with today’s tools of production it 
could be much worse. However, we do not have a completely free 
market place, and that is what we are talking about. 


We have inflation, and the federal government is attem pting to 
do something about it. That attempt appears to run along the line of 
cutting into the ability of part of the population to buy so the rest of 
the population won’t have to pay so much. It doesn’t seem like a 
particularly laudable way of doing things. 


It would make a lot more sense if we could figure out ways to 
increase the amount of goods that people want to buy to the point 
where the demand started slacking off. 


There may or there may not be more prunes than people would 
buy if they had the money to buy them with. But there certainly are 
not more up-to-date houses than people want — more than people 
now can pay for, but not more than people want. Throwing more 
people out of work will not increase their ability to pay. 


We are talking in theories and generalities, of course. Things 
are nearly always more easily said than done. But there is an 
important truth lurking there. We cannot achieve plenty by putting 
the brakes on production. 


A Day To Watch Your Step 
Gentlemen, beware! August 26 approacheth. 


August 26? Yep. And on that day, watch your step. The 
Women’s Liberation movement will be out in force, presumably, 
demonstrating and demanding their freedom from the domination 
of a male oriented society.

It gave women the 
vote. And look at what they’ve gained in the ensuing half century. 


If this keeps up, and Women’s Lib succeeds, we men will find 
ourselves looking around for a male Carrie Chapman Catt or 
Amelia Bloomer to lead us out of our subordinate role in a female- 
oriented society.

WASHINGTON — The Pen 
tagon has shelled out at least $8 
million in the last two years on 
unproved 
and 
possibly 
dangerous drugs which are 
being fed to unsuspecting GIs 
and their families at military 
bases here and overseas. 
The brass hats apparently 
have fallen for the high-powered 
sales pitch of the big drug 
companies 
The companies 
claim the overworked Food and 
Drug Administration is check 
enough on their claims of safety 
and effectiveness. 
But this column has compared 
dozens of pills and elixirs listed 
in Pentagon contracts with the 
medical literature on them from 
such groups as the National 
Academy of Sciences-National 
Research Council. 
Three contracts, for example, 
were w ritten for W yeth’s 
Polym agm a, an antibiotic 
mixture used to fight diarrhea 
and other ailments. 
But the 
NAS-NRC and other studies 
show in some cases it is inef­ 
fective and in others that 
another drug is preferable. 
These reputable studies show 
that Polymagma contains an 
ingredient associated with 
hearing losses and with possible 
blood poisoning in children. The 
studies 
recom m end 
the 
ingredient be “ removed from 
current usage’’ until proven 
safe.Yet, the Pentagon spent 
$877,825 to put Polymagma on its 
prescription list. 
The 
Pentagon 
invested 
$2,352,961 in Robin’s Dimetapp, 
an antihistamine widely used for 
colds. Although 40 million pills 
were purchased, the studies 
reveal their only proven ef­ 
fectiveness is for hay fever and 
similar allergies. Colds may not 
even respond to the pills. 
The most costly of the dubious 
buys was $4,373, 147 spent for a 
shotgun remedy called Ornade 
made by Smith, Kline and 
French. 
The studies recom­ 
mend it only for nose in­ 
flammations and point out that 
one of its three ingredients may 
be valueless even for that. 
Another drug, Robaxisal, has 
only one proven ingredient for 
pain-killing. That is aspirin. 
Yet Robaxisal is at least ten 
times more costly than aspirin 
and may have serious side ef­ 
fects. 
The taxpayers spent 
$86,881 to put it into the Pen­ 
tagon’s pill boxes. 
The brass hats are in for an 
abrupt official accounting for 
their wasteful and dangerous 
buying habits: 
Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson’s Small Business Sub­ 
com m ittee is probing the 
D e fe n s e 
D e p a r tm e n t’s 
medicines. So far the Wisconsin 
Democrat declines to say what 
he has found. 
Note: In their defense, the 
drug firms insist that their 
pharm aceuticals are m arketed 
only after careful testing and 
after FDA approval.

LAWYERS ACT FOR RUSSIAN 
On July 20 this colum n 
reported that the life of Feigin 
Girsh Isakovich, a Soviet Jew 
and Red Army veteran, was in 
danger because he dared to turn 
in his medals in protest against 
anti-Semitism in Russia. 
Although Isakovich is not 
himself in jail, his freedom was 
imperiled. His courageous story 
spurred 
four 
prom inent 
American lawyers to take what 
action they can to protect him 
and other Jews from being 
shoved into Siberian prison 
camps. 
A lready 
there w ere 
21 
Russians, 18 of them Jews, who 
had been arrested in raids at 
Leningrad airport and on their 
homes. 
Eight were jailed 
shortly after they indicated they 
wanted to emigrate to Israel. 
All were charged with treason. 
The sudden arrests had 
spurred fears of a wave of anti- 
Semitism in Russia, but most 
law yers in the free w orld 
ignored the arrests. 
The four attorneys decided to 
act in their private capacities 
after relatives of the arrested 
persons asked them to in­ 
tervene. 
They are Myer Feldm an, 
former counsel to President 
John Kennedy, Joseph L. Rauh, 
a top civil rights attorney, 
W arren Woods, prominent labor 
lawyer and Clifford Alexander, 
former chairman of the Equal 
E m ploy m ent O p p o rtu n ity 
Commission. 
In an August 6 cable to chief 
Soviet 
Prosecutor, 
R.A. 
Rudenko, the attorneys said that 
although foreign intervention of 
this sort is rare, “we believe the 
present circumstances justify it 


“We are concerned over the 
reports of official retaliation 
against Jews who apply, as is 
their right under Soviet law, for 
permission to emigra e from the 
country to join their fam ilies.” 
The letter continued: 
“We 
hope that the reports of recent 
instances of incarceration of 
political dissenters in lunatic 
asylums are exaggerated and 
that this is not involved in the 
charges against the 21 arrested 
persons.” 
A copy of the letter was 
delivered to Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin asking that he 
expedite consideration of the 
request. 
FIREARMS PRESSURE 
The National Rifle Association 
has waged a bitter battle in 
recent years against firearm s 
control legislation, all the while 
claiming piously that it is not a 
lobby for the nation’s gun in­ 
terests. 
Despite these claims, the NRA 
has managed to find a variety of 
subtle ways to put the pressure 
on Congress to ease restriction 
on the sale of firearms.

Dear Mrs. N.: Polyneuritis 
Is a very complicated disorder 
that involves nerves in various 
parts of th e 
body. It is so 
g e n e r a l Ized 
that the symp­ 
toms vary ex­ 
tensively in se­ 
verity. 
As an illus­ 
tration of how 
bizarre t h i s 
condition is I 
will name only 
a few of the 
possible causes: acute infec­ 
tious diseases, poisons, chronic 
alcoholism, vitamin deficien­ 
cies, circulatory disorders, in­ 
juries, even severe intestinal 
disorders. 
To make the problem even 
more complicated, polyneuritis 
may be the result of some fac­ 
tor which is never found or 
thoroughly tracked down. 
Therefore, before any treat­ 
m ent is begun, th e p r i m e 
c a u s e m u s t be diligently 
sought and removed. Since the 
variations of this condition are 
so great there is no way that 
anyone can hazard a guess as 
to its progression. 
Many cases of polyneuritis 
disappear as mysteriously and 
as suddenly as they occur. 
Others are treated with mod­ 
ern drugs In the hope that the 
condition Is kept under con-

When you refer to "stress,” 
is It always emotional stress?

The general concept of 
stress is one of pressure and 
strain due to physical or emo­ 
tional circumstances.

Dr. Hans Selye. For years, he 
has been studying and writing 
about the remarkable methods 
by which the body can adapt 
itself to the pressures made 
on it. 
In fact, Dr. Selye uses the 
term "adaptation" extensively 
to describe the complex inter­ 
play between all the organs 
of the body to maintain health 
in the presence of stress. 
The response of the body to 
extremes of heat and cold, to 
physical injury, to emotional 
distress, are all part of a pro­ 
tective mechanism for sur­ 
vival. 
Stress, probably short for 
"distress," has many facets in 
health and disease.

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Producing More Would Better 


People who explain that some unemployment is needed to curb 


runaw a> inflation are w orking on the w rong end of the open market 
truism that when there is less p.oduction than there is demand 
prices are bound to go up Obviously there are two ways to attaek 
that situation You can throw people out of work cut'ing off their 
purchasing power and thus cut demand Or you can increase 
production to catch up with demand Theoretically, you can do 
either of those two things 


Actually in a completely free market no one and no entei prise 


or government agency would be in a position to force an increase in 
production, or a cutdown in emplojment The law of supply and 
demand would do one or the other — probably one after the other in 
succession That was the history of our free market place in years 
long past — boom and bust — and with today's tools of production it 
could be much worse However, we do not have a completely free 
market place and that is what we are talking about 


We have inflation and the federal government is attempting to 


do something about it That attempt appears to run along the line of 
cutting into the ability of part of the population to buy so the rest of 
the population won t have to pay so much It doesn't seem like a 
particularly laudable way of doing things 


It would make a lot more sense if we could figure out ways to 


increase the amount of goods that people want to buy to the point 
where the demand started slacking off 


There may or there may not be more prunes than people would 


buy if they had the money to buy them with But there certainly are 
not more up-to-date houses than people want — more than people 
now can pay for, but not more than people want Throwing more 
people out of work wil' not increase their ability to pay 


We are talking in theories and generalities, of course Things 


are nearly always more easily said than done But there is an 
important truth lurking there We cannot achieve plenty by putting 
the brakes on production

The brass hats apparently 


ha\ e fallen for the high powered 
sales pitch of the big drug 
companies 
The companies 


claim the overworked Food and 
Drug Administration is check 
enough on their claims of safety 
and effectiveness 


But this column has compared 


dozens of pills and elixirs listed 
in Pentagon contracts with the 
medical literature on them from 
such groups as 'he National

blood poisoning in children The

current usage" until proven 
safe

the Pentagon spent 


$877 825 to put Polymagma on its 
prescription list

Pentagon 
invested 


$2 352,961 in Robin's Dimetapp 
an antihistamme widely used for 
colds Although 40 million pills 
were purchased, 
the studies 


reveal their only proven ef 
fectiveness is for hay fever and 
similar allergies Colds may not 
even respond to the pills 


The most costly of the dubious 


buys was $4,373 147 spent for a 
shotgun remedy called Ornade 
made by Smith, Kline and
